Wheat and Other Cereals Are Bound 


to Go Up Before Spring 


Comes. 


Chicago.—The wheat market Oils 


•week had an opportunity to show 
•what it could do without a leader 
and the fact that it advanced to a 
point higher than It did before, when 
Armour bad millions bought. Is suffi- 
cient evidence that the situation war- 
rants present prices, and I bcllevo 
considerable further advance. 
One 
can look at it from any point of 
•view and become convinced 
that 


wheat is selling much below Its leg- 
itimate value. 
want to quote 


to you a few remarks made by diff- 
erent people In the trade, who are 
about as well posted as It Js possible 
for anyone to be: 
One local operator said: 
"I usually prefer the bear side of the 


•wheat market, but think at present 
tho bull side Is mostly likely to pay 
a man 4c to 5c profit. 
The way tho 


December wheat that was delivered 
convinced me the grain was worth 
tho money." 


Another said: 
"I Icok upon the wheat situation 
as extremely bullish. 
So much so 
that I think even a majority of those 
now buying wheat do not appreciate 
the possibilities of the market 
So 


easily are they likely to be satisfied 
and so likely to get short on a mod- 
erate advance. I would not bo 
sur- 


prised If lots of them went broke 


. selling May wheat short at from 80c 
to 90c a bushel." 


Another said: 
"The best feature of tho 
wheat 
. market and the most promising for 


high figures, is that there Is no lea- 
dership. 
Every sort of Interest is 
participating. 
The miptlve ds un- 


questionably the one the'Armour peo- 
ple believed in, and which they talked 
•when they were holders, the scarcity 
of good grain the world over. 
It 
looks as if the original bull Interest 
had liquidated, expecting more of a 
- reaction than was realized, and as if 


the market had gone on without It." 


A prominent operator and elevator 
proprietor, who seldom has anything 
to say In favor of an advance express- 
ed the following sentiments of a de- 
cidedly bullfth character ns regards 
•wheat: 


"I think 85c for May wheat would 
about represent tho situation as It 
stands, with higher prices than that 
If anything should be added In the 
way of fly damage to the home crop, 
•. wet harvest In Argentina or unfav- 
orable prospects for next crop In any 
«>f the principal wheat growing coun- 
tries of Europe. Of the great Manito- 
ba crop three-fourths of it, or near- 
ly so. has been disposed of. count- 
ing the Canadalan home requirements 
for bread and seed. I 'figure tho mat- 
ter 
In this way: 
.Crop of Manitoba 
and other British Northwestern prov- 
inces, 60.000.000 bu; already export- 


., ed and in. transit to the seaboard. 


19.000.000 bu: requirements of East- 
ern and Canadian millers, 15,000.000 


. bu; home requirements for bread and 


seed In Manitoba. 8.000.000 bu. Total 
Hum provided for. 42.000,000 bu. leav- 
ing only 8,000,000 bn for export In 
the next nine months." 


Note the following from tho com- 


mercial editor of the Chicago Record- 
Herald, which Is suggestive as Is 
trade to demand 
when they mature: 


"It to pretty certain the fact tho

the maximum being reached on Nov. 
17th, 1901. 
Inetrlor reserves or the 


amount carried over In 1900 and 1901 
from previous crops was much lar& 
er than at the beginning of this crop 
year, and this will mean that the 
stocks at market centers will decrease 
very fast, with primary receipts fall 
Ing off. 
The fact that primary re- 


ceipts In this country from July 1 
to December 8th this year show a 
total of y.000.000 bu more than during 
the same time In 1901, with tho visi- 
ble now 10,000,000 bu less than 
a 


year ago and tho exports since July 
1 1G.OOO.OOO bu less means that we 
must have consumed at least 30,000,- 
000 bu more, and taking Into consid- 
eration the very small Interior re- 
serves. It can be safely said that the 
total Increased consumption or am- 
ount disposed of In this country alono 
Is nearer 50,000,000 bit more than In 
past years, and this Is the first flvo 
months of the crop year, and there 
Is good reason to fear a famine be- 
foro another crop Is harvested, oven 
If wo do not export another bushel. 
All this can mean but one thing, viz., 
prices will have to advance to a point 
which will force a great curtailment 
In tho consumption. The Dally Trade 
Bulletin also tells tho world's sup- 
plies of wlieat and flour In all. posi- 
tions, off the farm, on Dec. 1 was 
about 26,000,000 bu less than a year 
ago tho same day, showing that tho 
consumption everywhere Is on a very 
largo scale, probably never before eq- 
ualed. 


The wheat market may hover un 


der 80c for a while longer, but If a 
record breaking crop of corn 
and 


oats can bo maintained above 40c 
and 30c respectively, certainly a smal- 
ler crop of wheat than was raised last 
year Is worth 80c and should bring 
90c or higher. 
I believe that price 


will be witnessed for May wheat and 
on this account I have no hesitancy 
In advising everyone to buy somo 
right now. 
I firmly believe 
that 


purchases made even now and mar- 
gined 5c a bushel will never require 
additional -protection: and this 
Is 


practically what I have said since 
wheat started up from tho 
bottom 


prices reached about four months ago. 


The corn market was a very broad 


affair. 
Tho leading short In May 


corn covered freely during the mid- 
dle of tho week, and tho feeling is 
becoming very general, too much so 
to be right, that May corn will ad- 
vance to over 45c. 
For tho past 


month, or since Nov. 8th, when It was 
selling around 42c, I have talked 45c 
for It. as you have observed from my 
letters, and that price was reached 
yesterday. 
.It must not bo over- 


looked, however, tnat the principal 
short Interest 
having 
recovered, 


some recession In values from here 
Is possible. 
There was a decline 


of about Ic late yesterday, tho mar- 
ket closing at 44 l-8c. 
It could, 


and I think It will, sell up somo again 
from this price before It sells down 
further, and on tho breaks or weak 
spots would buy May corn for mod- 
erate profits, but sales on tho hard 
spots or buldgos will, i tliink. prove 
equally right.

It Is becoming evident that the visi- 
ble supply of wheat has about reach- 
ed Its maximum. 
An increase of 


about 3.000.000 bu was expected last 
Monday, but when all points had re- 
ported, the Increase was only 858.000 
bu. with the total now 45.940.000 bu. 
At Minneapolis there was a large In- 
crease—1.865.000 bu—making a tot- 
al there now of 9,529,000 bu. 
That 


at first glance may seem like a large 
amount and It Is moro than one-fifth 
of the entire visible supply, but Is 
just about enough to run the mills 
there six weeks, so It will be neces- 
sary to have fairly large receipts at 
that point almost steadily or great 
Inroads will he made on the supply on 
hand there. 
It is certain anyway 


the wheat held In Minneapolis will ne- 
ver be shipped out except as' flour. 
Everywhere receipts of wheat are 
falling off and It is well known the 
greater portion of the last crop has 
been marketed. 
Stocks at all other 


points In the northwest are light 
and country elevators In that section, 
usually full to overflowing at 
this 


time of the year, are almost empty. 
It Is estimated that there are fully 
14.000.000 bu less wheat now in all 
positions in the Northwest than there 
was a year ago. 
in all public and 


private elevators here there was on- 
ly 11.000.000 bu of all grades last 
Monday. At Atlantic seaboard points 
there Is only about 4,000.000 bu of 
wheat all told. 
In St Louis there 


•was the beginning of this week, which 
Is going to Interior mills In central 
and southern states and as fast as 
It Is moved out It will 
disappear 


from the visible, so It is reasonable 
to say. the turning point is close at 
hand. 
When it starts to decrease 


there will be a rapid dwindling - of 
supplies at market 
centers. 
The 


visible now is almost 10.000.000 bu 
less than a year ago. and about 16,- 
000.000 bu less than two years ago.

It will devo've upon Senator CuIIom, 


chairman of ..ae foreign relations com- 
mittee, and Mr. Hltt, chairman of tho 
committee on foreign affairs, to as- 
sume charge of the resolutions, and 
both believe that much good can be ac- 
complished by having the resolutions 
adopted. 


Avoid Complications. 


There Is a growing sentiment in 


congress to( discuss tho Venezuelan 
question, and the adoption of a reso- 
lution of inquiry Is regarded as the 
simplest means of preventing discus- 
sion, from which no good results can 
come. 
The passage of such resolu- 


tions would prevent all debate until 
the report of the secretary of state is 
submitted In reply. 


The administration Is willing that 


the correspondence should be made 
public, and Is desirous that the situa- 
tion should not be complicated at this 
time by congressional action, which 
must In tho absence of official reports 
be largely based upon rumors.
